English  course. 
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English  or  Normal  Department. 

A  leading  object  in  this  department,  will  be  to  prepare  young 
ladies  for  teaching  in  district  schools.  Thorough  instruction  will 
be  given  in  Reading,  Orthography,  Penmanship,  Geography,  Men- 
tal Arithmetic,  Written  Arithmetic,  Physical  Geography,  History 
of  the  United  States,  and  Book-keeping. 

Lectures  will  also  be  given  on  the  theory  and  modes  of  teaching: 
on  the  duties  and  qualifications  of  teachers,  and  on  school  govern- 
ment and  discipline. 

PREPARATORY  DEPARTMENT. 

In  addition  to  the  studies  of  the  English  Department,  pupils  in 
this  will  study  Latin  Lessons,  Higher  Arithmetic  and  Algebra  as 
far  as  Quadratics. 

REGULAR   COURSE. 

Junior  Year. — Latin,  History,  Physiology,  Algebra,  Geometry, 
Natural  History,  English  Composition. 

Junior  Middle  Year. — Latin,  Rhetoric,  French,  Botany,  Geom- 
etry completed,  Natural  Philosophy,  Trigonometry,  Natural  The- 
ology, English  Authors,  with  Composition. 

Senior  Middle  Year. — Latin,  French,  Chemistry,  Greek,  or 
German,  History  of  English  Literature,  Moral  Science,  The  English 
Poets. 

Senior  Year.— -The  Languages,  Geology,  Political  Economy, 
Intellectual  Philosophy,  Butler's  Analogy,  Astronomy,  Evidences 
of  Christianity,  English  Composition. 

The  study  of  the  Bible,  also  of  Intellectual  Arithmetic,  Compo- 
sition and  Elocution,  will  be  continued  throughout  the  entire  course. 

When  practicable,  pupils  will  be  encouraged  to  add  another  year  to 
their  course,  that  they  may  attain  a  higher  culture  in  the  languages, 
also  in  the  Fine  Arts,  and  in  Ancient  and  Modern  Literature. 


Admission. 


Parents  and  guardians  are  advised  not  to  enter  pupils  under  four- 
teen years  of  age.  At  all  events,  pupils  will  be  retained  only  for  a 
limited  trial,  who  have  not  sufficient  age  and  application  to  main-

tain  a  respectable  standing  in  scholarship,  or  whose  deportment  falls 
under  eight.  Such  pupils  require  private  instruction  which  can- 
not, without  special  arrangement,  be  rendered  in  a  public  institu- 
tion. 

With  these  limitations,  pupils  will  be  allowed  to  select  such 
studies  as  their  previous  attainments  will  enable  them  to  pursue 
advantageously.

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Merit  Card. 

This  exhibits  Attendance,  Deportment  aDcl  Scholarship,  each  of 
which,  when  perfect,  is  marked  ten,  and  from  which  deductions 
are  made  for  irregularities  and  deficiencies. 

From  Attendance,  one-half  is  deducted  for  every  absence. 

Deportment  should  be  perfect,  as  deductions  are  made  only  for 
irregularities  and  bad  habits,  such  as  idleness  and  inattention  to 
studies,  absence  without  excuse,  unladylike  conduct,  and  want  of 
neatness  and  order. 

Scholarship  ranges  from  one  to  ten.  Anything  under  seven  is  un- 
satisfactory, and  usually  indicates  want  of  application  ;  from  seven 
to  eight  is  respectable,  from  eight  to  nine  is  good,  and  over  nine, 
very  good. 

Teachers  will  occupy  rooms  on  the  same  floor  with  pupils,  so  as 
to  aid  them  in  their  studies  during  study  hours,  and  exercise  super- 
vision over  their  rooms  as  well  as  their  deportment.  They  will  ob- 
serve carefully  and  report  the  daily  recitations  of  each  pupil,  also 
all  absences  and  improprieties  they  may  observe,  which  will  furnish 
the  basis  of  the  reports  in  the  Merit  Card. 


Expenses. 

Tuition  for  day  pupils  will  be  $40  a  year,  or  $10  a  term. 
For  boarding  pupils,  the   expense   for   tuition,  board,  fuel,  and 
room  rent  will  be  $42  a  term,  or  $168  a  year  of  forty  weeks. 

There  will  be  a  charge  of  $1.50  a  term  for  incidental  expenses. 

All  bills  are  payable  quarterly  in  advance. 

No  deduction  will  be  made  for  temporary  absence.

Each  room  has  a  convenient  closet,  and  is  furnished  with  stove, 
bedstead,  mattress,  chairs,  table  and  washstand.  Bedding  and  arti- 
cles liable  to  be  broken,  as  mirror,  wash-bowl,  and  pitcher,  are  fur- 
nished by  the  young  ladies.  They  also  furnish  themselves  with  a 
fork  and  teaspoon,  table  napkins,  towels,  umbrella,  and  overshoes. 

Rooms  cannot  be  reserved  for  those  not  present  at  the  opening  of 
the  year. 

Any  damage  done  to  furniture  or  to  the  walls  and  paper  of  rooms 
and  passages  will  be  immediately  repaired  and  charged  to  the  one 
who  does  it,  if  known;  otherwise  the  expense  will  be  divided 
among  those  who  at  the  time  are  members  of  the  institution. 


Regulations. 

Visits  to  pupils  and  by  them  will  be  limited  to  Saturday  after- 
noon. 

No  visiting  on  the  Sabbath. 

Pupils  are  especially  requested  to  be  present  at  the  commence- 
ment of  the  college  year. 

Perfect  punctuality  throughout  the  year  is  desired,  as  it  is  im- 
possible to  attain  thorough  scholarship  without  it. 

Every  article  of  clothing  must  be  distinctly  marked  with  the 
owner's  name. 

Any  pupils  taking  meals  to  rooms  will  be  charged  extra. 

It  is  not  desirable  that  the  young  ladies  should  receive  many 
visits  from  their  friends  during  the"  year,  as  this  cannot  be  done 
without  serious  interruption  to  their  studies. 

It  is  not  advisable  that  pupils  should  visit  home  often,  when  do- 
ing so  involves  absence  from  recitation ;  as  the  loss  of  a  few  lessons 
often  discourages  them  and  seriously  retards  their  progress. 

All  the  pupils  are  expected  to  attend  church  regularly  on  the 
Sabbath. 

There  are  four  churches  in  town  :  Baptist,  Congregational,  Meth- 
odist and  Presbyterian. 

The  young  ladies  can  attend  either  of  these  churches ;  but  it 
will  be  expected  that  they  will  attend  with  their  teachers,  unless 
their  parents  or  guardians  designate  the  church  they  prefer 
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Terms,  Vacations,  Anniversary,  etc. 

The  collegiate  year  consists  of  forty  weeks,  or  four  terms  of  ten 
weeks  each.  The  first  commencing  on  the  second  Wednesday  of 
September,  and  the  last  closing  the  day  of  the  Anniversary,  which 
occurs  the  Wednesday  before  the  third  Thursday  in  June. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  will  take  place  at 
the  College  on  the  afternoon  of  the  day  of  the  Anniversary. 

The  fall  session  will  commence  Wednesday,  Sept.  9th.

APPENDIX. 


At  a  meeting  of  the  Baptist  General  Association  for  1867,  preliminary 
measures  were  taken  to  establish  somewhere  in  the  State,  an  institution 
of  high  order  for  the  education  of  young  women.  This  movement  re- 
sulted as  follows  :  See  page  25  of  the  minutes  of  the  Twenty -fourth 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Baptist  General  Association,  held  in  Galesburg, 
111.,  Oct.  15th  to  19th,  1868;  to-wit: 

"Committee  of  last  year,  on  the  location  of  an  Institution  of  Learn- 
ing for  young  women,  presented  their  report,  which  was  accepted  and 
laid  on  the  table  to  be  taken  up  at  2  o'clock,  P.M.

The  report  laid  on  the  table  this  morning  was  taken  up,  and  adopted, 
as  follows : 

To  Moderator  and  Delegates  of  Illinois  Baptist  General  Association  : 

The  undersigned,  committee  appointed  at  your  last  annual 
session,  Oct.  19, 1867,  to  solicit  and  receive  proposals  for  a  female  college, 
&c,  having  carefully  examined  and  compared  the  proposals  which  have 
come  to  their  hands,  find  that  the  offer  made  by  the  proper  authorities  at 
Almira  College,  situated  at  Greenville,  Bond  county,  is  not  only  far 
more  liberal  than  all  others  combined  in  the  value  of  property  proposed 
to  be  transferred,  but  by  reason  of  being  a  well  established  institution 
in  successful  operation,  and  immediately  available,  seems  best  to  meet 
the  objects  expressed  in  the  resolutions  of  your  body.  Your  committee , 
therefore,  approve,  and  so  far  as  authority  is  given,  accept  and  adopt 
the  proposal  made,  and  as  found  in  the  communication  submitted  by 
the  committee  representing  Almira  College . 

Your  committee  recommend  that  such  action  be  taken  by  your  body 
as  shall  carry  the  wishes  of  the  General  Association,  and  of  the  donors, 
into  fall  effect.

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It  has  been  the  constant  aim  of  the  founders  and  Trustees  of  the  College 
to  establish  an  institution  of  high  order  for  the  education  of  females. 
Their  desire  has  been  to  bring  its  advantages  within  the  reach  of  persons 
of  moderate  means,  and  enable  it  to  accomplish  an  important  public 
work.  They  wish  to  secure  for  females  not  only  an  accomplished  educa- 
tion, but  one  as  thorough  and  as  liberal  as  is  enjoyed  by  the  other  sex. 

Preparatory    Pepartment. 

A  leading  object  in  this  department  will  be  to  review  thoroughly  Read- 
ing, Orthography,  Penmanship,  Geography,  Mental  Arithmetic,  Written 
Arithmetic,  Physical  Geography,  History  of  the  United  States,  Latin 
Lessons  and  Latin  Reader. 

Collegiate    Department. 

Junior  Year. — Latin,  History,  Physiology,  Algebra,  Geometry,  Nat- 
ural History,  English  Composition. 

Junior  Middle  Year. — Latin,  Rhetoric,  French,  Botany,  Geometry 
completed,  Natural  Philosophy,  Trigonometry,  Natural  Theology,  Eng- 
lish Authors,  with  Composition. 

Senior  Middle  Year. — Latin,  French,  Chemistry,  Greek  or  German, 
History  of  English  Literature,  Moral  Science,  The  English  Poets. 

Senior  Year. — The  Languages,  Geology,  Political  Economy,  Intellec- 
tual Philosophy,  Butler's  Analogy,  Astronomy,  Evidences  of  Christianity, 
English  Composition. 

The  study  of  the  Bible,  also  of  Intellectual  Arithmetic,  Composition 
and  Elocution,  will  be  continued  throughout  the  entire  course. 

When  practicable,  pupils  will  be  encouraged  to  add  another  year  to 
their  course,  that  they  may  attain  a  higher  culture  in  the  languages,  also 
in  the  Fine  Arts  and  in  Ancient  and  Modern  Literature. 
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Parents  and  guardians  are  advised  not  to  enter  pupils  under  fourteen 
years  of  age.  At  all  events,  pupils  will  be  retained  only  for  a  limited 
trial  who  have  not  sufficient  age  and  application  to  maintain  a  respectable 
standing  in  scholarship,  or  whose  deportment  falls  under  eight.  Such 
pupils  require  private  instruction  which  cannot,  without  special  arrange- 
ment, be  rendered  in  a  public  institution. 

With  these  limitations,  pupils  will  be  allowed  to  select  such  studies  as 
their  previous  attainments  will  enable  them  to  pursue  advantageously. 
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The  National  Fifth  Reader,  Worcester's  Spelling-book,  Spencerian 
series  of  Penmanship,  McNally's  Geography. 

Mathematics. — Robinson's  Intellectual  and  Practical  Arithmetic,  Rob- 
inson's Higher  Arithmetic,  Robinson's  Algebra,  Robinson's  Geometry 
and  Trigonometry,  Cambridge  Mechanics,  Cambridge  course  of  Elemen- 
tary Physics.

Pupils  are  requested  to  supply  themselves  with  Worcester  or  Webster's 
Dictionary,  a  Bible  Dictionary,  some  Standard  Poets,  Spectator,  and 
Irving' s  Sketch  Book. 
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This  exhibits  Attendance,  Deportment  and  Scholarship,  each  of  which, 
when  perfect,  is  marked  ten,  and  from  which  deductions  are  made  for 
irregularities  and  deficiencies. 

From  Attendance  one  half  is  deducted  for  every  absence. 

Deportment  should  be  perfect,  as  deductions  are  made  only  for  irregu- 
larities and  bad  habits,  such  as  idleness  and  inattention  to  studies,  absence 
without  excuse,  unladylike  conduct,  and  want  of  neatness  and  order. 

Scholarship  ranges  from  one  to  ten.  Anything  under  seven  is  unsatis- 
factory, and  usually  indicates  want  of  application;  from  seven  to  eight 
is  respectable,  from  eight  to  nine  is  good,  and  over  nine  very  good. 

Teachers  will  occupy  rooms  on  the  same  floor  with  pupils,  so  as  to  aid 
them  in  their  studies  during  study  hours,  and  exercise  supervision  over 
their  rooms  as  well  as  their  deportment.  They  will  observe  carefully  and 
report  the  daily  recitations  of  each  pupil,  also  all  absences  and  impropri- 
eties they  may  observe,  which  will  furnish  the  basis  of  the  reports  in  the 
Merit  Card. 
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The  entire  expense  for  the  year,  including  tuition,  board,  fuel,  room 
rent,  and  incidental  expenses,  is  $174,  payable  quarterly,  in  advance,  as 
follows:  First  quarter,  $49;  second,  $48.25;  third,  $47.25,  and  fourth 
$29.50. 

The  expense  of  those  who  furnish  their  rooms  will  be  $160,  payable 
quarterly,  in  advance,  as  follows:  $43.50  a  quarter  for  three  quarters, 
and  for  the  fourth  quarter  $29.50.  It  will  be  seen  that  it  is  not  designed 
to  furnish  a  room  lor  less  than  three  terms,  unless  a  pupil  agrees  to  pay 
the  expense  for  a  shorter  time. 

No  deduction  will  be  made  for  temporary  absence.

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Each  room  has  a  closet  or  wardrobe,  a  stove,  bedstead,  mattress,  chairs, 
table  and  washstand .  In  addition  to  these  articles  of  furniture  a  furnished 
room  has  a  carpet,  a  mirror,  broom,  wash-bowl  and  pitcher.  To  encour- 
age pupils  to  furnish  these  latter  items,  a  deduction  of  fourteen  dollars  is 
made  from  their  bill  for  the  year,  the  year's  expenses  being  $174. 

Every  pupil  finds  her  own  pillow,  sheets  and  pillow-cases,  a  comfort, 
blanket,  towels,  table  napkins,  fork  and  teaspoon. 

Rooms  cannot  be  reserved  for  those  not  present  at  the  opening-  of  the 
year. 

Any  damage  done  to  furniture  or  to  the  walls  and  paper  of  rooms  and 
passages  will  be  immediately  repaired  and  charged  to  the  one  who  does 
it,  if  known ;  otherwise,  the  expense  will  be  divided  among  those  who  at 
the  time  are  members  of  the  institution.

Visits  to  pupils  and  by  them  will  be  limited  to  Saturday  afternoon. 

No  visiting  on  the  Sabbath. 

Pupils  are  especialty  requested  to  be  present  at  the  commencement  of 
the  college  year. 

Perfect  punctuality  throughout  the  year  is  desired,  as  it  is  impossible 
to  attain  thorough  scholarship  without  it. 

Every  article  of  clothing  must  be  distinctly  marked  with  the  owner's 
name . 

Any  pupils  taking  meals  to  rooms  will  be  charged  extra. 

It  is  not  desirable  that  young  ladies  should  receive  many  visits  from 
their  friends  during  the  year,  as  this  cannot  be  done  without  serious  inter- 
ruption to  their  studies. 

It  is  not  advisable  that  students  should  visit  home  often,  when  doing  so 
involves  absence  from  recitation;  as  the  loss  of  a  few  lessons  often  dis- 
courages them  and  seriously  retards  their  progress. 

All  the  pupils  are  expected  to  attend  church  regularly  on  the  Sabbath. 

There  are  four  churches  in  town — Baptist,  Congregational,  Methodist 
and  Presbyterian. 

The  young  ladies  can  attend  either  of  these  churches ;  but  it  will  be 
expected  that  they  will  attend  with  their  teachers,  unless  their  parents  or 
guardians  designate  the  church  they  prefer.

A  leading  object  in  this  department  will  be  to  review  thoroughly  Read- 
ing, Orthography,  Penmanship,  Geography,  Mental  Arithmetic,  Written 
Arithmetic,  Physical  Geography,  History  of  the  United  States,  Latin  Lessons 
and  Latin  Reader.

The  study  of  the  Bible,  also  of  Intellectual  Arithmetic,  Composition  and 
Elocution,  will  be  continued  throughout  the  entire  course. 

When  practicable,  pupils  will  be  encouraged  to  add  another  year  to  their 
course,  that  they  may  attain  a  higher  culture  in  the  languages,  also  in  the 
Fine  Arts  and  in  Ancient  and  Modern  Literature. 
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Parents  and  guardians  are  advised  not  to  enter  pupils  under  fourteen  years 
of  age.  At  all  events,  pupils  will  be  retained  only  for  a  limited  trial  who 
have  not  sufficient  age  and  application  to  maintain  a  respectable  standing 
in  scholarship,  or  whose  deportment  falls  under  eight.  Such  pupils  require 
private  instruction  which  cannot,  without  special  arrangement,  be  rendered 
in  a  public  institution. 

With  these  limitations,  pupils  will  be  allowed  to  select  such  studies  as 
their  previous  attainments  will  enable  them  to  pursue  advantageously.

Pupils  are  requested  to  supply  themselves  with  Worcester  or  Webster's

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This  exhibits  Attendance,  Deportment  and  Scholarship,  each  of  which, 
when  perfect,  is  marked  ten,  and  from  which  deductions  are  made  for  irregu- 
larities and  deficiencies. 

From  Attendance  one  half  is  deducted  for  every  absence. 

Deportment  should  be  perfect,  as  deductions  are  made  only  for  irregu- 
larities and  bad  habits,  such  as  idleness  and  inattention  to  studies,  absence 
without  excuse,  unladylike  conduct,  and  want  of  neatness  and  order. 

Scholarship  ranges  from  one  to  ten.  Anything  under  seven  is  unsatis- 
factory, and  usually  indicates  want  of  application;  from  seven  to  eight  is 
respectable,  from  eight  to  nine  is  good,  and  over  nine  very  good. 

Teachers  will  occupy  rooms  on  the  same  floor  with  pupils,  so  as  to  aid 
them  in  their  studies  during  study  hours,  and  exercise  supervision  over  their 
rooms  as  well  as  their  deportment.  They  will  observe  carefully  and  report 
the  daily  recitations  of  each  pupil,  also  all  absences  and  improprieties  they 
may  observe,  which  will  furnish  the  basis  of  the  reports  in  the  Merit  Card. 
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The  entire  expense  for  the  year,  including  tuition,  board,  fuel,  room  rent, 
and  incidental  expenses,  is  $174,  payable  quarterly,  in  advance,  as  follows : 
First  quarter,  $49;  second,  $48.25,  third  $47.25,  and  fourth  $29.50. 

The  expense  of  those  who  furnish  their  rooms  will  be  $160,  payable  quarterly, 
in  advance,  as  follows:  $43.50  a  quarter  for  three  quarters,  and  for  the  fourth 
quarter  $29.50.  It  will  be  seen  that  it  is  not  designed  to  furnish  a  room  for 
less  than  three  terms,  unless  the  pupil  agrees  to  pay  the  expense  for  a 
shorter  time. 

No  deduction  will  be  made  for  temporary  absence. 

On  entering  school,  Pupils,  who  have  furnished  rooms,  will  be  charged  for 
their  washbowl,  pitcher  and  looking-glass,  and  on  leaving,  if  the  articles  are 
returned  in  good  condition,  the  amount  will  be  refunded.

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Each  room  has  a  closet  or  wardrobe,  a  stove,  bedsted,  mattress,  chairs,  table 
and  washstand.  In  addition  to  these  articles  of  furniture  a  furnished  room 
has  a  carpet,  a  mirror,  broom,  wash-bowl  and  pitcher.  To  encourage  pupils 
to  furnish  these  latter  items,  a  deduction  of  fourteen  dollars  is  made  from  their 
bill  for  the  jTear,  the  year's  expenses  being  $174. 

Every  pupil  finds  her  own  pillow,  sheets  and  pillow-cases,  a  comfort, 
blanket,  towles,  table  napkins,  fork  and  teaspoon. 

Rooms  cannot  be  reserved  for  those  not  present  at  the  opening  of  the  year. 

Any  damage  done  to  furniture  or  to  the  walls  and  paper  of  rooms  and  pass- 
ages will  be  immediately  repaired  and  charged  to  the  one  who  does  it,  if 
known;  otherwise,  the  expense  will  be  divided  among  those  who  at  the  time 
are  members  of  the  institution. 
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Visits  to  pupils  and  by  them  will  be  limited  to  Saturday  afternoon. 

No  visiting  on  the  Sabbath. 

Pupils  are  especially  requested  to  be  present  at  the  commencement  of  the 
college  year. 

Perfect  punctuality  throughout  the  year  is  desired,  as  it  is  impossible  to 
attain  thorough  scholarship  without  it. 

Every  article  of  clothing  must  be  distinctly  marked  with  the  owner's  name. 

Any  pupils  taking  meals  to  rooms  will  be  charged  extra. 

It  is  not  desirable  that  young  ladies  should  receive  many  visits  from  their 
friends  during  the  year,  as  this  cannot  be  done  without  serious  interruption 
to  their  studies. 

It  is  not  advisable  that  students  should  visit  home  often,  when  doing  so  in- 
volves absence  from  recitation;  as  the  loss  of  a  few  lessons  often  discourages 
them  and  seriously  retards  their  progress. 

All  pupils  are  expected  to  attend  church  regularly  on  the  Sabbath. 

There  are  four  churches  in  town— Baptist,  Congregational,  Methodist  and 
Presbyterian. 

The  young  ladies  can  attend  either  of  these  churches ;  but  it  will  be  expected 
that  they  will  attend  with  their  teachers,  unless  their  parents  or  guardians 
designate  the  church  they  prefer. 
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The  collegiate  year  consists  of  forty  weeks,  or  four  terms  of  ten  weeks  each ; 
the  first  commencing  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  September,  and  the  last 
closing  the  day  of  the  Anniversary,  which  occurs  the  Wednesday  before  the 
third  Thursday  in  June. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  will  take  place  at  the  College 
on  the  afternoon  of  the  day  of  the  Anniversary. 

The  Fall  Session  will  commence  Wednesday,  September  13th.

The  engraving  in  front  will  give  a  good  idea  of  this  beautiful  and 
and  valuable  school  property.  The  building  is  144  ft.  long,  44  ft. 
wide  containing  72  rooms,  and  was  erected  expressly  for  school  pur- 
poses. 

It  has  been  the  constant  aim  of  the  founders  and  Trustees  of  the 
College  to  establish  an  institution  of  high  order  for  the  education  of 
females.  Their  desire  has  been  to  bring  its  advantages  within  the 
reach  of  persons  of  moderate  means,  and  enable  it  to  accomplish  an 
important  public  work.  They  wish  to  secure  for  females  not  only 
an  accomplished  education,  but  one  as  thorough  and  liberal  as  is 
enjoyed  by  the  other  sex. 


Preparatory  Department. 

A  leading  object  in  this  department  will  be  to  review  thorough- 
ly Reading,  Orthography,  Penmanship,  Geography,  Mental  Arith- 
metic, Written  Arithmetic,  Physical  Geography,  History  of  the 
United  States,  Latin  Lessons  and  Latin  Reader. 


Collegiate  Department. 

Junior  Year. — Latin,  History,  Physiology,  Algebra,  Geometry, 
Natural  History,  English  Composition. 

Junior  Middle  Year. — Latin,  Rhetoric,  French,  Botany,  Ge- 
ometry completed,  Natural  Philosophy,  Trigonometry,  Natural 
Theology,  English  Authors,  with  Composition. 

Senior  Middle  Year. — Latin,  French,  Chemistry,  Greek  or 
German,  History  of  English  Literature,  Moral  Science,  The  English 
Poets. 

Senior  Year. — The  Languages,  Geology,  Political  Economy, 
Intellectual  Philosophy,  Butler's  Analogy,  Astronomy,  Evidences 
of  Christianity,  English  Composition. 

The  study  of  the  Bible,  also  of  Intellectual  Arithmetic,  Composi- 
tion and  Elocution,  will  be  continued  throughout  the  entire  course. 
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When  practicable,  pupils  will  be  encouraged  to  add  another  year 
to  their  course,  that  they  may  attain  a  higher  culture  in  the  lan- 
guages, also  in  the  Fine  Arts  and  in  Ancient  and  Modern  Litera- 
ture. 


Admission. 


Parents  and  guardians  are  advised  not  to  enter  pupils  under 
fourteen  years  of  age.  At  all  events,  pupils  will  be  retained  only 
for  a  limited  trial  who  have  not  sufficient  age  and  application  to 
maintain  a  respectable  standing  in  scholarship,  or  whose  deport- 
ment falls  under  eight.  Such  pupils  require  private  instruction 
which  cannot,  without  special  arrangement,  be  rendered  in  a  pub- 
lic institution. 

With  these  limitations,  pupils  will  be  allowed  to  select  such 
studies  as  their  previous  attainments  will  enable  them  to  pursue 
advantao-eouslv.

Merit  Cards. 


This  exhibits  Attendance,  Deportment  and  Scholarship,  each  of 
which,  when  perfect,  is  marked  ten,  and  from  which  deductions 
are  made  for  irregularities  and  deficiencies. 

From  Attendance  one  half  is  deducted  for  every  absence. 

Deportment  should  be  perfect,  as  deductions  are  made  only  for 
regularities  and  bad  habits,  such  as  idleness  and  inattention  to 
studies,  absence  without  excuse,  unladylike  conduct,  and  want  of 
neatness  and  order. 

Scholarship  ranges  from  one  to  ten.  Anything  under  seven  is 
unsatisfactory,  and  usually  indicates  want  of  application ;  from 
seven  to  eight  is  respectable,  from  eight  to  nine  is  good,  and  over 
nine  very  good.  i 

Teachers  will  occupy  rooms  on  the  same  floor  with  pupils  so  as 
to  aid  them  in  their  studies  during  study  hours,  and  exercise  su- 
pervision over  their  rooms  as  well  as  their  deportment.  They  will 
observe  carefully  and  report  the  daily  recitations  of  each  pupil, 
also  all  absences  and  improprieties  they  may  observe,  which  will 
furnish  the  basis  of  the  reports  in  the  Merit  Card. 


Expenses 


The  entire  expense  for  the  year,  including  tuition,  board,  fuel, 
room  rent,  and  incidental  expenses,  is  $174,  payable  quarterly,  in 
advance,  as  iollows  :  First  quarter,  $49  ;  second,  $48.25,  third,  $47.- 
25,  and  fourth,  $29.50. 

The  expense  of  those  who  furnish  their  rooms  will  be  $160,  pay- 
able quarterly,  in  advance,  as  follows  :  $43.50  a  quarter  fdr  three 
quarters,  and  for  the  fourth  quarter  $29.50.  It  will  be  seen  that  it 
is  not  designed  to  furnish  a  room  for  less  than  three  terms,  unless 
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the  pupil  agrees  to  pay  the  expense  for  a  shorter  time.  Ten  per 
cent  is  charged  for  collecting  after  the  close  of  the  year. 

No  deduction  will  be  made  for  temporary  absence. 

On  entering  school,  Pupils,  who  have  furnished  rooms,  will  be 
charged  for  their  washbowl,  pitcher  and  looking  glass,  and  on 
leaving,  if  the  articles  are  returned  in  good  condition,  the  amount 
will  be  refunded.

Rooms. 


Each  room  has  a  closet  or  wardrobe,  a  stove,  bedstead,  mattress, 
chairs,  table  and  washstand.  In  addition  to  these  articles  of  furni- 
ture a  furnished  room  has  a  carpet,  a  mirror,  broom,  wash-bowl 
and  pitcher.  To  encourage  pupils  to  furnish  these  latter  items,  a 
deduction  of  fourteen  dollars  is  made  from  their  bill  for  the  year, 
the  year's  expenses  being  $174. 

Every  pupil  finds  her  own  pillow,  sheets  and  pillow-cases,  a  com- 
fort, blanket,  towels,  table  napkins,  fork  and  teaspoon. 

Kooms  cannot  be  reserved  for  those  not  present  at  the  opening  of 
the  year. 

Any  damage  done  to  furniture  or  to  the  walls  and  paper  of  rooms 
and  passages  will  be  immediately  repaired  and  charged  to  the  one 
who  does  it,  if  known ;  otherwise,  the  expense  will  be  divided 
among  those  who  at  the  time  are  members  of  the  institution. 


Regulations. 


Visits  to  pupils  and  by  them  will  be  limited  to  Saturday  afternoon. 

No  visiting  on  the  Sabbath. 

Pupils  are  especially  requested  to  be  present  at  the  commence- 
ment of  the  college  year. 

Perfect  punctuality  throughout  the  year  is  desired,  as  it  is  im- 
possible to  attain  thorough  scholarship  without  it. 
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Every  article  of  clothing  must  be  distinctly  marked  with  the 
owner's  name. 

Any  pupils  taking  meals  to  rooms  will  be  charged  extra. 

It  is  not  desirable  that  young  ladies  should  receive  many  visits 
from  their  friends  during  the  year,  as  this  cannot  be  done  without 
serious  interruption  to  their  studies. 

It  is  not  advisable  that  students  should  visit  home  often,  when 
doing  so  involves  absence  from  recitation  ;  as  the  loss  of  a  few  les- 
sons often  discourages  them  and  seriously  retards  their  progress. 

All  pupils  are  expected  to  attend  church  regularly  on  the  Sabbath. 

There  are  four  churches  in  town — Baptist,  Congregational, 
Methodist  and  Presbyterian. 

The  young  ladies  can  attend  either  of  these  churches  ;  but  it  will 
be  expected  that  they  will  attend  with  their  teachers,  unless  their 
parents  or  guardians  designate  the  church  they  prefer. 


Terms,    Vacations,    Anniversary,   &  c . 

The  collegiate  year  consists  of  forty  weeks,  or  four  terms  of  ten 
weeks  each  ;  the  first  commencing  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  Sep- 
tember, and  the  last  closing  the  day  of  the  Anniversary,  which  oc- 
curs the  Wednesday  before  the  third  Thursday  in  June. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  will  take  place  at 
the  College  on  the  afternoon  of  the  day  of  the  Anniversary. 

The  Fall  Session  will  commence  Wednesday,  September  13th.
